MONOPOLIZES THE INSTITUTION 


Possible Fake Suits Which Permit 
Him to Take Trips From Quarters

Other Prisoners 


Albany, Sept. 2.--In a report submit- 
ted to the state commission of prisons, 
Secretary McLaughlin protests against 
the further confinement in the Dutchess 
county jail at Poughkkeepsie of Harry 
kK. Thaw. The report says in part: 

“He (Thaw) has been held in this 
jail for several months pending the 
outcome of litigation, which looks now 
as though it might be interminable. 
His presence in this jail is embarrass- 
ing to the sheriff and objectionable on 
many accounts. The sheriff has no 
room for him except in the padded cell; 
even this he needs for temporary uses, 
and it would be an entirely unfit place 
in which to confine a man for months 
Having been adjudged insane with 
homicidal tendencies, the sheriff would 
not be justified in confining him with 
the other prisoners. He cannot keep 
him in the hospital room for two r 
sons, first, it is not sufficiently secure; 


second, it Cannot be spared for the per- 
manent occupancy of Thaw. 

“The result is that the sheriff has 
to give him an entire corridor, with the 
thirteen cells adjacent, in the principal 
jail for men. He needs this room for 
his other prisoners. The want of it 
makes it impossible for him to properly 
classify the regular prisoners. He con- 
sumes a large amount of the time of 
the jailor in escorting him to Fishkill 
Landing, White Plains and other 
places to attend hearings before the 
court and before referees, time which 


the jailor needs for his other duties. 
There is a good deal of public talk that 
some of these hearings are on fake 


suits, instituted his friends to give 
him these outings.

“It would seem that a person 
had adjudged insane, but 
is now conducting proceedings for his 
discharge on ground of 
should be detained in an institution 
where he would be under the observa 
tion of experts, who could advise the 
court of his changed mental condition, 
if it has occurred. 

“Certainly, neither the sheriff nor 
his jailor has any such expert training 
or knowledge as would qualify them 
for the proper care of insane people.

Spanish War Veterans Take Two 
Hundred Within Its Folds 

Boston, Sept. 2.—Perhaps the most 
unique feature of the annual encamp- 
ment of the United Spanish War Vet- 
erans was witnessed last night in the 
grand conclave of the Order of the 
Serpent, a side issue with the veterans 
which dates from an ancient order 
among the Filipinos learned of by the 
veterans when in seryice on the isl- 
ands. 

Over 200 candidates were initiated at 
the First corps cadets armory and later 
a parade was held about Park square, 
when the initiated marched over the 
course supporting the body of an im 
mense serpent, nearly 100 feet long. 
The degree team were arrayed in the 
fantastic costums of chieftains of Fill- 
pino tribes. 

The initial step toward the merging 
of all war veteran societies in one 
great body as the United Order of 
United Veterans was taken at the con- 
vention of the United Spanish War Vet- 
erans in Faneuil hall. 

When the Philippine delegate to the 
convention arose and spoke the one 
word “ratified” the declaration brought 
the entire assembly to its feet, amid 
ringing cheers, for it meant that here 
after the veteran army of the Philip 
pines would be known as the veteran 
army of the Philippines, department 
of the United Spanish War Veterans.

The wonderful postal system, which 
has reached out until it includes every 
country on the face of the earth, had 
its beginning in the mind of an ingen- 
fous Frenchman. 

In 1658, early in the reign of Louis 
XIV., M. de Velayer established a pri- 
vate penny post. Boxes were set up at 
the street corners for the reception of 
letters, and offices were opened in va- 
tious quarters of Paris. Collections 
Were made once a day from the street 
boxes, followed many hours later by 2 
tingle delivery, and thus the first post- 
office in the world was established. 

M. de Velayer was so greatly encour- 
aged by the success of his enterprise 
that in order to develop it still further 
he printed certain forms of billets or 
notes which were intended to cover ali 
the ordinary requirements of business 
fh great towns. These forms contained 
blanks which were intended to be filled 
up by the pen with such special matter 
as might be necessary to complete the 
writer’s object. The idea at once be- 
came popular, and the printed forms 
accompanied the expansion of the post- 
al service throughout the larger cities 
of France, and it was many years be- 
fore they fell tuto disuse.

BAKER POISONING 
IS RECALLED 


Fight Over Will of the Boston 
Clubman Is Settled 


Boston, Sept. 4.—The sensational 
fight over the will of the late Walter 
E. Baker, a well known clubman who 


died of poisoning at Bogota, N. J., Oct. 
27, 1907, was ended by the filing in the 
supreme court of an agreement by the 
perties concerned as to a final decree 
which affirms the will as allowed in the 
probate court. 

Baker's estate, it is estimated, 
amounted to uearly $500,000, of which 
he willed $5000 to his brother, Edward 
I’. Baker of Boston, $10,000 to Mrs 
Helen B. Hurd of Bogota, and of the 
residue one-third to Harvard upiversity, 
one-third to the children of his brother 
and the other third to Natalie Hurd, 
the infant daughter of Frank H. and 
Mrs. Helen B. Hurd Natalle Hurd 
died last spring and ber parents inher- 
ited her shure. 

Edward F. Baker secured an investi- 
gation of the cause of his brother’s 
death and had the body removed, after 
it had been interred here, to New Jer- 
sey for an autopsy. Chemical analysis 
revealed that the young man died of 
poisoning, but there was no evidence to 
lead to action on the part of the authort- 
ties. Baker then contested the will 
and appealed to the supreme court 
when the probate court allowed the will 
The case was to have come up for trial 


this fall.

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MECHANICAL SHOVEL 


Machine Used In Lead Mines 
Does Seven Men’s Work. 


| 
| MAY DISPLACE SPADE HANDS. 


With Compresse¢ Air as the Motive 
Power It Is Being Operated Near 
Joplin, Mo.—Its Capacity to Be 
Greatly Increased. 


For years the “spade hand” in the 
lead and zine mining district has been 
king. He has dictated to the boss, he 
has reveled in the best of wages and 


has done just as suited his fancy. | 


Now there is a prospect of his de- 
thronement, and a mechanical! shovel 
in use at the mine of a lead, zinc and 
smelting compan 
Joplin, Mo., is the agency that prom- 
ises the revolution. 

About a year ago Captain R. Thew 
of Lorain, O., visited the mining dis- 
trict and conceived the idea for an un- 
derground mechunica! shovel to replace 
the cumbrous metbod of handling ore 
dirt in vogue at Prosperity. He had no 


precedent, and the machine now being | 


tried out at Prosperity, with apparent 
success, is the only one of the kind in 
the world, suys the Kansas City Star, 


| and certainly the only mechanica! shov-| 
| el working underground. 


The shovel is operated by 
air, the inventor realizing that to at- 
tempt to burn coal in the mine drifts 
would be impossible. Three engines 
are provided, each driven by the com- 
pressed air conveyed to them through 
tubes from above ground. One engine 
drives the boom in its sweeps from side 
to side and up and down, one operates 


the dipper that picks up the ore dirt, | 


and the third provides traction power 
for the machine to enable maving it 
from drift to drift, as needed, and to

back. | 

At the shaft the tub is hooked on to 
the cable and hoisted out. In order tol 
remove the dirt as fast as the shovel is} 
able to handle it probably larger tracks 
and larger trucks, with a wagon hold-| 
ing a ton or more, will be found neces- 
Sary, with a hoisting cage in the shaft 
instead of the simple wire rope cable 
now used. 

It is this feature that makes the ma- 
chine a really great menace to the dic- 
tatorship of the “spade band.”

Connecticut Farmer's Plants Bear 
Tubers Above and Below Ground. 
Samuel Wilson of Wolcctt. near Wa- 

terbury, Conn., is raising ; ‘oes both 

above and below ground 5 the same 
vine as a result of two years of ex- 
perimenting. 

A few weeks ago on looking over his 
new potato plants he saw little bud- 
like protuberances growing out from 
the bases of the leaves, These buds 
developed into well formed and good 
sized potatoes of the same kind as those 
growing at the roots of the plants. 

The bush potato is a cross between 
the Beauty of Hebron potato and the 
Delaware. Those above ground grow 
from four to eight on a plant, one at 
the base of each leaf. Food experts 
report the hybrid to be far from anau- 
tritious than the Irish or sweet po- 
tato and much more easily grown.

BRYAN AS PROPHET 
FAILS 10 QUALIFY: 


Disasters He Foretold Never 


Come to Pass. 


DPPOSITE IS ALWAYS TRUE. 


Gold Standard Does Not Slay, Nor 


Does It Write Future In Blood. 


As a prophet William Jennings Bry- 
an has never been a success. The ca- 
lamities which he has foretold would 
have brought unlimited disaster to the 
country if they had ever been realized. 
But they never came to pass. The har- 
towing pictures which he painted were 
merely figments of his imagination, 
based on absolutely no foundation 
whatever. 

It is well to have Americans remem- 
ber that prophecies uttered by the ora- 
tor of the Platte must be discounted 
fully 100 per cent, for all signs indi- 
zate that he feels the fates once more 
and is about to begin prophesying 
again. A male Cassandra, Mr. Bryan 
might by this time have learned that 
the forecast of evil will never be be- 
lieved by those who have found that 
in the past his vaticinations have been 
but empty air. 


“Driving Country to Ruin.” 

For instance, when Mr. Bryan was a 
member of the house of representa- 
tives in 1892 he was absolutely certain 
that protection was driving the coun- 
try headlong to rack and ruin, and in 
his speech delivered March 16 of that 
year he drew 
pictures: 

“Protection. has been 
tree, and as one after another of our 
farmers has been driven by the force 
of circumstances upon that tree and 
has been crushed within its folds his 
companions have stood around and | 
shouted, ‘Great is protection!’ * * * Thus 
In every state, so far as these statis- 
tics have been collected, the proportion | 
of home owning farmers is decreasing 
and that of tenant farmers increasing. 
This means but one thing. It means a 
land of landlords and tenants, and, 
backed by the history of every nation 
that has gone down, I say to you that 
no people can continue a free people

under a free government when the 
great majority of its citizens are ten- 
ants of a small minority. Your sys- 


tem (protective tariff) has driven the 
farm owner from his lend and sub- 
stituted the farm tenant.’ 

How far this picture portrays the 
America of today or the America of 
any year since he made that speech 
any American can answer. Even in 
Mr. Bryan's own state he can find an 
answer right at his doors, for the farm 
lands of Nebraska have doubled in 
value. 


“Murderous Gold Standard.” 

But during the four years succeeding 
that speech Mr. Bryan’s agitation grew 
no less nor did the demon which he 
had raised in his own imagination hide 
with diminished head, for in 1896 he 
again saw destitution threatening the 
country. He had a remedy for it, a 
panacea, a fetish which he held up for 
worship—free silver. Here are some 
of the things Mr. Bryan said would 
happen if the gold standard were con- 
tinued 

“J reply that if protection has slain 
its thousands the gold standard has 
Blain its tens of thousands.” — From 
Speech at Democratic National Con- 
vention July, 1896. 

“Do not let the Republicans beguile 
you about the future. The future is 


, written In blood crushed out of you by 


gold.”"—From Speech at Erie, Pa., Au- 


In summer | gust, 1896. 


“Ah, my friends, there is another rea- 
50n why people have gone into the 
citles and left the farms. It is because 
your legislation has been causing the 
foreclosure of mortgages upon the 
farms. * * * Mark my words! Ifthe gold 
standard goes on and people continue 
to complain the gold standard advo- 
cates instead of trying to improve the 
condition of the people will be recom- 
mending that you close your schools so 
that the people will not realize how 


much they are suffering.” — From 
Speech at Monmouth, IIl., October, 
1896. 

But whom has the gold standard 
slain? What future did it write in 
blood? What district schools did it 
close? Again the condition of the 


country makes a calm reply confuting 
the impassioned orator. 

Campaigning again in 1900 Mr. Bry- 
an decided that imperialism was an- 
other danger to the country. If it were 
continued the Fourth of July would be 
forgotten by all Americans and the 
“spirit of ’76" would become a thing 
of the past. Speaking at Lincoln Mr. 
Bryan said: 

Sees Death of Patriotism. 
“The fight this year wili be to carry

Anti-injunctions. 

Attorney General Wade H. Ellis of 
Ohio, Who was a member of the com- 
mittee on resolutions of the Republican 
national convention, makes the follow- 
ing reply to the criticisms of the plat- 
form made by W. J. Bryan. The at- 
torney general says in part: 


“The charge made by Mr. Bryan that 
the Republican declaration with re- 


spect to the use of the writ of injunc- 
tion was designed to ‘deceive the la- 
boring man’ is unworthy of a candl- 
date for president, and the further 
charge that this plank merely declares 
the existing law and will give no relief 


an abuse or-discretion or the apprehen 
sion of it is unworthy of any lawyer 
who has examined the question. 

“The anti-injunction resolution is a 
frank, clear statement of the Republic- 
an party’s position on a question on 
which others have been attempting to 
deceive labor. The sole basis of any 
rational complaint as to the issuance 
of injunctions in labor cases has been 
the use of the writ without notice and 
the long delays in some instances which 
have intervened before a hearing of 
the case. 

“The present statute does not require 
any notice at all before the granting of 
a temporary order, and it is entirely 
within the discretion of the court to 
postpone to any time the judge may 
see fit the hearing upon the question of 
an injunction. The Republican plank 
simply declares that notice shall al- 
ways be given unless an irreparable 
injury will result from delay, and in 
that case there shall be a speedy hear- 
ing provided. It will meet the approval 
of every right thinking man, whether 
an employer or an employee.” 


Taft and Labor.

That employees have a right to form 
labor unions. 

That such unions are a benefit to la- 
bor and to the public. 

That they have the right to join with 
other unions. 

That the accumulation of a fund to 
aid in a strike is right.

revolver, was caught near the  presi- 
dent's house yesterday afternoon. The 


u-an described himself as John Cough- 
lin, a detective, and when stopped by 
the secret service men presented a card 
upon which was inscribed his name 
and the word “officer.” He said that 
he had come to ask the president to or- 
der out 10,000 troops to catch yeggmen 
who had been terrorizing Boston. 
Coughlin is supposed to have reached 
Oyster Bay on the 12:19 train. He 
walked the three miles to Sagamore 
Hill, appearing in the grounds shortly 
after 2 o'clock. One of the rules for 
visitors at Sagamore Hill is that no 
one shall come on foot, so when Secret 
Service Agent Adams caught sight of 
Coughlin he guessed that something 
was wrong and motioned for the man 
to go back. Coughlin kept right on anc 
Adams ran down the road to meet him. 
In response to Adams’ demand as to 
his business, Coughlin produced — his 
eard and explained that he had come to 


cenfer with President Roosevelt con- 
cerning the recent outrages by vegg- 


men in Boston and to lead back such 
troops as the president thought fit: to 
order out. 

The secret service man tried to ex 
plain siat the president was not serving 
visitors at the moment, hoping to get 
him quivtly out of the grounds. Cough 
lin hesitated a moment, glanced furtive 
ly about and then slid his hand toward 
the back pocket of his trousers. Adams 
took the hint and grappied with — his 
man without further parley. Cougblin 
is a slightly built man and Adams had 
ne difficulty in holding him until Agent 
Sloan, chief of the president's 
came to his assistance. Sloan searched 
the prisoner and found tn his hip pocket 
a 32-calibre revolver of the “bulldog” 
type. The weapon was wrapped iu a 
woolen bag and, according to the secret 
service men, Was not loaded. 

The secret service men, without 
alarming the president's family, called 
one of the government automobiles and 
earried Coughlin down to Oyster Bay 
town hall, where he was arraigned be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Franklin on 
a charge of carrying concealed weapons 
Franklin committed Coughlin to the 
county jail at Mineola and he was 
taken there at once, Coughlin will be 
examined as to his sanity. 

According to the secret service men, 
Coughlin told them that he had been 
eontined for three years in an asylum 
for the insane at Walpole, Mass. He 
declared that his enemies had placed 
him in the asyium because of his 
cleverness at detective work. In a 
hand-satchel which Coughlin carried 
were found a bundle of Boston papers, 
in all of which the principal news item 
was the recent chase of a gang of yegg- 
men in which 500 policemen were en- 
gaged at one time. Coughlin talked 
about the articles in a rambling way 
and declared over and over again that 
he must see President Roosevelt and 
enlist his aid in suppressing crime in 
Boston. 

Coughlin appeared so wandering in 
his mind that the secret service men 


all dangerous. 
The news that an armed crank had 
attempted to reach the president started 


were not inclined to regard him as at | 


a series of the usual rumors accom- 
panying such an incident. The one 


most widely circulated was to the ef- 
fect that a shot had been fired at the 
president while he was out horseback 


riding last Saturday. Guard Sloan 
emphatically denied the story, and his 


denial was echoed by the other opera- 
tive who was‘said to have been with 
the president. President Roosevelt had 
returned from a horseback ride only a 
short time before Coughlin appeared at 
Sagamore Hill.

Pittsburg in the National and Detroit 
in the American League were the lwo 
clubs which came out of the baseball 
struggles of Labor day with the greut- 
est net gain.

In the American League Detroit 
clinched her hold on first place by win- 
ning twice from St. Louis, which fell 
back badly, as did Chicago, twice 
beaten by Cleveland. Cleveland's two 
victories bring that club well up with 
the contenders for first position.

FOUGHT WITH 
RECKLESS COURAGE 


Arabs Sustain Terrible Losses 
at Hands of French Troops 


Colomb-Bechar, Sept. 8.—Dispatches 
from Colonel Allix, the commander of 
the reinforcements that went to the re- 
ilef of Boudenib, a French post on the 
Algerian frontier, where the garrison of 
6000 men was surrounded by Moors 
and in danger of aunihilation, state 
that he has completely crushed ‘he 
Beraber tribesmen, estimated at from 
15,000 to 20,000, capturing thelr camp 
and all equipment. 

The column of 5000 men under Allix 
raarched out from Boudenib yesterday 
morning in the direction of the enemy's 
camp at Djorf. When half the distance 
had been traversed the French en- 
countered the Arabs, who hurled tnem- 
selves upon the front and flanks sin:ul- 
taneously, seeking to cut off Boudenib, 
but the artillery kept up a terrible ire, 
in the face of which the Arabs were 
unable to approach to close quarters. 

They returned again and again to the 
charge, leaving their dead In heaps, but 
finally became discouraged and retired. 
Allix followed up his advantage and 
occupied the camp, completely routing 
the enemy, who dispersed in all direc- 
tions, hotly pursued by the French 


cavalry. The total French loss was 
twenty-two wounded, of whom on!y 
three were seriously wounded. The 
eremy’s loss totals far into the hun- 


dreds. 


A Youngster’s Thrilling Act 

San Jose, Cal., Sept. 8—Accepting a 
dare from a young woman, Fred Biagzi, 
18 years old, made a daring aeronautic 
ascent. Running forward just as W. I. 
Warring, a professional aeronaut, cut 
loose from the ground, Biagg! sprang 
into the cordage at the mouth of the bag 
and was carred upward to a height esti- 
mated at 6000 feet. Warring, wita nis 
parachute, cut loose at an elevation of 
2500 feet and with Blagg! as Its solitary 
passenger the balloon drifted orer the 
hills of the coast range. His weight 
prevented the sudden escape of the gus, 
and after two hours of suspense from 
his friends he returned to town, having 
innded without injury. 


Sacrificed Life For Others 

New York, Sept. 8—Though bailly 
burned, John Tuck, a retired real estate 
dealer, returned to a burning apart- 
ment in Brooklyn for a missing child 
and saved it, but at the expense of his 
own life. He had already rescued the 
mother, Mrs. William Clampet, using 
his coat to protect her as he carried her 
down the stairs and receiving serious 
injuries. On his second trip he was 
unable to prevent his own clothing 
from taking fire. When he laid tne 
child In its mother’s arms he collapsed 
and soon died. Neither Mrs. Champet 
nor her child received serious injuries. 


Brutal Assault on a Child 

Cliffwood, N. J., Sept. 8&—Charged 
with luring the 4-year-old daughter of 
his friend, Dominick Scionto, from her 
home where he was a guest, and mur- 
dering her after he had criminally as- 
saulted her, Gisanto Rosino, a 86-year- 
old Italian, is being sought by the po'ice 
of half a dozen nearby towns. The 
child’s body, bearing marks of brutal! 
mistreatment, was found in an isolated 
gully not far from her home.

Bnlargement of 
Grain Plant 


F. H. Crane & Sons are making a 
number of improvements at. their 
grain elevator at South Quincy, 
which when completed will give them 
an up-to-date plant in every way. 

The hay sheds which were onthe 
north-westerly side of Liberty street 
have been moved across the street, 
and placed parallel with the railroad, 
a spur track from which runs close 
to the building, enabling them to easi- 
ly unload cargoes of hay. The roof 
of this building is to be covered with 
Portland cement making it proof 
against any sparks from passing lo- 
comotives. 

This hay shed is being connected 
with the elevator building by a new 
structure, which will be used as a 
flour building. The office will also 
be located there. A porch extends 
from the hay shed building on the 
Liberty street side, so that teams can 
load in all kinds of weather without 
danger of the goods being wet.

A newspaper was soon established 
in Weymouth, and Mr. Prescott was 
offered nearly double the wages he 
was receiving to go there to work, but 
having a love for home and beliey- 
ing it would creditable to 
him to serve out his agreement with 
Mr.

The circulation remained 
about the same—between 400 and 500 
copies—as when he purchased it from 
Mr. White.

White, still printed the weekly sheet.

In 1869, Mr. Prescott, who had been 
until that time simply an employe, 
purchased one-half of the stock and 
interest in the business which he go 
successfully managed to that date, 
and entered into co-partnership with 
Mrs. Green. 

In 1872, so great had the pressure 
again become on the advertising 
columns, that the publishers badly 


felt the need of a larger paper. The 
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circulation had also grown so large 
that it was an all-day job to work 
off the edition on a platen press, and 
it was finally decided that a new 
cylinder press should be purchased. 


This was done and the Patriot was | 


again enlarged, this time to an eight- 
column folio. This also proved to be 
a wise move, as business continued 
to flow in more rapidly than ever. 

The Patriot at this time was as 
large or larger than most of the week- 
ly papers in this vicinity and the 
publishers believed that they had 
reached the limit, and would never 
be called upon to get a new press or 
to enlarge the size of their newspaper. 
But they were building better than 
they knew. For, in a few years—in 
1880—they became cramped in their 
labors; often much that had been pre- 
pared for the weekly issue was crowd- 
ed out, by a rush of advertising, often 
only a few hours before it was time 
to go press; and it was decided that 
one more change should be made, 
which would be certainly their last; 
as a nine column folio was as large 
as could be conveniently handled by 


their patrons. 


POWER INTRODUCED. 


This necessitated the selling of their 


eylinder press and purchasing a 
larger one. On receiving their ne 
press it was found to be too heavy 


to be easily run by hand power, and 
an engine and boiler were soon after- 
ward purchased. This occasioned an 
additional expense and trouble; but 


where a business is successful such 
difficulties are easily overcome, and 
the firm found it so in their case. 


They also found that the small job 
press which had been added a num- 


ber of years previous, had so _ in- 
creased the job department that a

The language known as Wen-li is the | 
medium by which the classical books | 


of China have been handed down. It 
is par excellence the written language 
of China, but it is not generally under- 
stood by the great mass of the people. 
The spoken language—namely, Manda- 
rin—may also be written, and there is 
a good deal of colloquial literature in 
Mandarin. Versions of the Bible in the 
local patois have also been produced 
in several districts of the southwest, 
where the dialects are very numerous 
and diverse. 

In the, Chinese written language 
there are over 40,000 distinct charac- 
ters or symbols, and this vast number 
is being constantly increased by the 
addition of new characters to repre- 
sent new scientific words and modern 
ideas. 

Although the Chinese are considered 
a literary people and have naturally 
a desire for education, yet owing to 
the extreme difficulty of mastering the 
Chinese characters it is estimated that 
only one in ten of the population can 
read or write.—Contemporary Review.

London, Sept. 14.—A great procession 


of Catholic clergy brought the Eu- 
charistic congress to an end. Cardinal 


Vannutelli, the pope’s legate, walked at 
the head of the procession, wearing his 
scarlet robes and hat, but not carrying 
the 

He was accompanied by a bodyguard 
of English peers and a concourse of 
enardinals, archbishops and _ bishops, 
who also were attired in unceremonial 
robes instead of vestments, which orig- 
inally it had been proposed they should 
wear. 

No such throngs of people have been 
seen in London since Queen Victoria’s 
funeral. The purpose of Archbishop 
Bourne, the head of the Westminster 
diocese, and his associates who ar- 
ranged the program had been to have 
the host carried through the streets in 
the rear of Westminster cathedral. 

In this his idea was that the great 
body of Catholics who were unable to 
participate in any of the services with- 
in the cathedral should have an op- 
portunity of joining in the eucharistic 
observances and of seeing all the high 
ecclesiastics present in London on this 


host. 


occasion. 

The route of the procession was laid 
through the quiet streets adjacent to the 
eathedral, and but for the unexpected 
partisan strife which a discussion of 
this ceremony brought on, it probably 
would have been solemnized quietly and 
in a reverent atmosphere. The great 
majority of those who attended to wit- 
hess the spectacle, however, appar 
ently were attracted by curiosity and 
a small part were openly and demon- 
stratively 

The Catholic element cheered heart- 
ily while the procession passed by and 
throughout the crowd was also heard 
considerable “booing” such as the Eng- 
lish people use in theatres to express 
displeasure at any of the plays. 

Long before the hour set for the cere- 
mony it was impossible to get near the 
ine of march. All the streets leading 
in that direction were packed and the 
windows overlooking the 
which were rented at high prices, were 
filled. Thousands of persons gathered 
on the roofs of the houses, from which 
there was a considerable display of the 
papal colors. 

The police had not expected such 
crowds and met with much opposition 
in their attempts to keep the path clear, 
which they hardly succeeded in doing, 
so that the papal legate and his fol 
Icwers had to pass their way through 
a narrow lane, being frequently and un- 
pleasantly jostled about. A number of 
persons fainted in the crush and were 
earried off by ambulances. 

After the procession had re-entered 
the cathedral, Cardinal Vannutelli ap- 
peared on the high baleony and ele- 
vated the host, while the thousands of 
Catholics outside the building reverent- 
ly knelt. 

The vast assemblage that filled the 
square then sang hymns, and the mem- 
bers of the Catholic societies, with ban

them proceeding later to the stations, 
where the trains were waiting to take 
them back to the provincial centres.

Issues Are Local, Rather Than 
of National Importance 


EAGH SIDE PREDICTS VICTORY 


Liquor Question and Resubmission 


ot Constitutional Amendments to 


the People the Paramount Question 
=-Sharp Contests In Congressiona 
Fight--Election of County Sher. ffs 
Continues to Be a Feature 


Portland, Me., Sept. 14—With the 
Republicans confident and the Demo- 
crats hopeful, and with clearly defined 
issues of local rather than of national 
importance, the voters of Maine are 
casting their ballots today for govern- 
or, congressmen, state auditor, mem- 
bers of the legislature and county offi- 
cials. In addition they are also asked 
to accept two proposed amendments to 
the state constitution, both dealing 
With the initiative and the referendum. 

The election of Bert M. Fernald of 
Poland by at least 15,000 plurality is 
claimed by the Republican leaders, while 
their Democratic opponents predict the 
success of Obadiah Gardner of Rock 
land, who heads their ticket, by a safe 
margin. 

The Republicans have won in Maine 
in every election since 1880, by  plu- 
rilities averaging about 25,000 on presi- 
dential years. 

For a campaign practically 
of national questions the past four 
weeks has seen some of the hardest 
political fighting in the history of the 
state, and it will be no fault of the 
perty managers if the voters do not 
ge to the polls in large numbers or mark 
their ballots without the issues clearly 
in mind. 

In addition, both candidates are well 
known, for Fernald is a large corn can- 
her, one of the leading industries of 
the state, while Gardner was the head 
eof the State Grange, relinquishing that 
position this year in order to lead the 
Democratic host. He is probably 
known either personally or by reputa- 
tien by every farmer in the state. 

The paramount issue in Maine is 
again the liquor question and resub- 
mission of the constitutional amend- 
ment to the people. The Democrats 
have also put forward a plea for taxa 
tion of the wild lands and a reform 
in the business methods at the capital 
The Republicans have accepted the 
liquor issue and have strongly advyo- 
cated the enforcement of the prohibitory 
law and the retention of the so-called 
Sturgis act, with its stringent regula- 
tion for the suppression of the liquor 
traflic. 

Maine will send two new congress- 
men to Washington tiis year, 
through the resignation of Charles E. 
Littlefield, and another on account of 
the death of Llewellyn Powers. The 
tepubliegn and Democratic candidates 
in the Second district are John P. 
Swasey and Daniel J. MeGillicuddy, 
while in the Fourth district the two op 
ponents are Frank E. Guerney and 
George N. Hanson. In the First dis- 
trict Congressman Allen is opposed by 
John C. Seates, while in the Third 
Congressma® Burleigh is being fought 
by Samuel L. Gould. 

County contests especially have been 
a feature of Maine elections for many 
years, as it is through the choice of 
a stringent or a lenient sheriff that the 
voters have made known their wishes 
regarding the regulation of the liquor 
traffic. There is a warm contest in 
each of the sixteen counties this year.

Guests Fled In a Hurry 

Madison, Me. Sept. 14.—A fire 
which threatened the whole town de- 
stroyed the Hilton house and furnish- 
ings, causing a loss of $30,000, and 
slightly damaged two blocks. The fire 
is believed to have been started by a 
cigaret stub thrown on the piazza roof. 
There were about fifty people in the 
hotel and those occupying the second 
and third floors were able to escape 
with only the clothing they had on, 


Passenger Train Wrecked 

Youngstown, O., Sept. 14.—Fifteen 
passengers were slightly injured when 
a train on the Erierailway was wrecked 
at Grave, Pa. The train was derailed 
by an open switch while running at 
the rate of forty miles an hour. The 
railway officials believe the wreck was 
the work of parties having a grudge 
against the company, and are conduct- 
ing their investigations upon this 
theory. 


Mormon Converts Deported 

Boston, Sept. 14.—The converts to the 
Mormon belief, George and Catherine 
Roth and Delphine Dodsworth, to- 
gether with the Roth children, were 
gent back to England after being in the 
detention room of the immigration of- 
fice since their arrival on Aug. 23. 
hey were deported because the gov- 
ernment authorities believed that they 
were assisted in reaching this country.

Fox Hunter Received Contents of 


His Friend’s Shotgun

Pelon picked up his companion and 
earried him to the house, but Lang- 
lais died before reaching there. Lang- 
lais was 24 years old and leaves a 
widow and daughter, as well as his 
parents, two brothers and five sisters.

Jordan will probably stick to his orig- 
inal story, that he temporarily lost his 
reason and has no recollection of events 
in the upper flat at 500 Medford street, 
Somerville, until he awoke the follow- 
ing morning and found the body of his 
wife in a pool of blood on the kitchen 
floor, and then in terror of being ac- 
cused of murder proceeded to dispose 
of it. 

In only one particular is there a 
change from the so-called “confession” 
Jordan made to Captain Dugan two days 
after the crime. Instead of standing 
by the story of having knocked the wo- 
man down stairs with his fist and thus 
causing her death, it is now planned for 
him to admit the use of the —flatiron 
found by Dr. Magrzeth concealed in the 
Jordan flat, bearing human blood and 
woman’s hair. 


American Cars Break Records 

New York, Sept. 14—In the pres 
ence of a crowd of motoring enthusiasts 
numbering 25,000, many of whom had 
been at the Brighton Beach trackside 
since 8:30 o'clock Friday night, the 
American entry, driven by Mulford and 
Cobe, won the twenty-four-hour race of 
the Motor Racing association, covering 
1107 miles and shattering all records. 
Following Mulford was another Amer- 
ican car, driven by Michener and Lynch, 
which finished second with 1092 miles, 
also surpassing the best previous per- 
formance in a twenty-four-hour race. 
The Italian car was third, with 1074 


miles. 


Four Violent Deaths In One Family

Killed Girl In Sunday School 
Charlotte, N. C., Sept. 14.—Miss 
Millie Bullinger, 19 years old, was 
stabbed to death at Newton by Lon 
Rader, aged 21. The girl was at the 
organ playing the closing hymn at Sun- 
day school when Rader sprang across 


several benches and with his pocket- 
hnife stabbed her in the neck and 
breast. She died almost instantly. 


Rader was arrested. Some months ago 
he was committed to the state insane 
asylum. Recently he was discharged 
as cured. The deed was _ probably 
prompted by unrequited love. 


Manifesto to Irish People 

New York, Sept. 14—The executive 
committee of the Sinn Fein League of 
America has issued a manifesto to the 
Irish people of America condemning 
appeals to the British parliament as 
useless and urging Irish-Americams to 
give no money or moral support to the 
Irish parliamentary party, whose en- 
veys, John E. Redmond and Joseph 
Devlin, are about to visit this country.

THREE MORE 
RECORDS SMASHED 


Great Crowd Witnesses EX- 
periments With Aeroplane 


Washington, Sept. 14.—In two flights 
at Fort Myer Orville Wright in the 
“Wright Flyer’ broke three records. 
Staying up over nine minutes in the 
first flight, in which Major Squier, act 
ing chief signal officer, accompanied 
him, Wright broke the record for a two- 
man flight which he established last 
‘Tuesday. 

In the second flight Wright broke 
the record for time and distance of a 
heavier-than-air fiying machine, which 
he established Friday, by remaining in 
the air for one hour, fourteen minutes 
and twenty-four seconds. In this flight 
he also went higher than an aero 
plane has ever gone, rising to an alti 
tude of 250 feet. 

Wright also maintained a _ higher 
speed than in his other flights at Fort 
Myer, traveling around the drillgrounds 
at the rate of 38.75 miles an hour op 
the first flight, when Squier accom- 
panied him. The distance of this fight 
sons 5.88 miles. A crowd of 5000 per- 
sons gathered to wtness the flight and 
their enthusiasm knew no bounds.

One of the most important meetings 
of the City Council held this year 
was that of Monday night. The Com-

were open for business on certain 
Sundays contrary to law. 

The Chief named several places 
that he had found open on these days 
which he said he had closed. The 
communication was placed on file. 

PRIVATE WAYS. 

The Mayor forwarded a communi- 
cation from the City Solicitor in an- 
swer to certain questions. One of 
these was—if the city did any repairs 
on a private way ii it made a public 
way of the same. The second was— 
if the city could light a private way 
and not incur any liability. 

The answer to the first question 
was, that the mere fact that the city 
has made repairs on a way does not 
make it a public way. “If the city 
should be sued for damages result- 
ing to a traveller while in the exer- 
cise of due care, and while travelling 
over a private way, within the city 
limits upon which the city has within 
six years made repairs, it would be 
estopped from denying the existence 
of the way as a public way.” 

In answer to the question of light- 
ing private ways the reply in brief 
was, that “the city in the exercise of 
its police powers may enter upon 
and light a private way,” “treating 
it as a legitimate exercise of their 
police powers in the same manner 
that they exercise the right to patrol 
such ways.” 

The City Solicitor also stated in 
his reply that these questions were 
not proper ones to ask of him, as 
they did not relate to matters now 
pending before the City Council. That 
the questions were hypothetical ones, 
und it was uncertain what was meant 
by the word “liable” used in the 
question. 

The communication was placed on 
file. 

WATER EXTENSIONS. 

The Mayor forwarded a communi- 
eation from the Commissioner of 
Public Works, inclosing a schedule 
showing the amount and cost of 
water pipe laid during the present 
year, and asking for an appropria- 
tion of $5,000 to make extension, of 
which there was absolute need. Re- 
ferred to Committee on Water Supply. 


HEALTH APPROPRIATION. 


A communication from the Mayor 
with enclosure from the Board of 
Health asked for an appropriation of 
$1,500 for miscellaneous expenses 
and contagious diseases. Referred 
to Committee on Health. 


ELECTION OFFICERS. 


The Mayor appointed Patrick J. 
Murphy as deputy inspector of Ward 
One, precinct two, in place of Alex 
Marnock declined; Henry P. Furnald 
as deputy inspector of Ward One, 
precinct two, in place of Arthur W.

“If such a policy was adopted in 
this city and other municipalities it 
would seriously handicap the police 
their work. In this in- 
stance Mr. Silverman’s name accord- 
ing to his sworn declaration is Sam 
Silverman and not “Sim” Silverman, 
as set forth in the order, and while 
{ raise no question as to his good 
faith in applying under the name of 
“Sim” Silverman, or as to his charac- 
ter, when the Council granted his 
license it should have granted it to 
him under his true name and not an 
assumed one. 

“As a matter of precedent as_ well 
as of public policy I believe this li- 
cense should not be issued to the ap- 
plicant under the name of “Sim” 
Silverman, and I therefore refuse it 
my approval.”

AN IMPORTANT ANT CONFERENCE 


Chief Executive of Bay State Out-

Boston, Sept. 15.—A conference of 
governors and other state officials of the 
New Englund states, together with 
prominent representatives of the vari- 
lite, for the purpose of

jected at an informal gathering of the 
governors of five of the New England 
states held in this city. 

The gathering, which took the form 
of a luncheon at the Algonquin club, 
was called by Governor Guild of Mas 
sachusetts, and Governors Proctor of 
Vermont, Floyd of New Hampshire.

“Another crying need is the necessity 
for united action of the states bordering 
on the sea for the preservation of shell- 
fish in the near future, New 
England is to be deprived of important 
articles of food supply peculiar to this 
region. 

“Another subject that might well be 
consideref and in which the states of 
New England might well work in unison 
is the opening up of a logical scheme 
of thoroughfares between leading 
centres of New England. 

“A vast field for united action also 
exists in the discussion and adoption of 
uniform and more 
for the protection of the public 

and for laws governing sanita- 
tion. The spread of tuberculosis 
through diseased milk, for example, 
ean only effectively be checked In New 
England by the passage and rigorous 
enforcement of uniform laws in every 
one of our states. 

“IT have ventured to suggest a few 
of the topics which it seems to me such 
a congress might consider.

Governor 
yuild will preside at this gathering, and 
each governor will invite from his 
state the lieutenant governor, the attor- 
ney general, the president of the sen- 
ate, the speaker of the house and the 
United States senators and _ repre- 
sentatives. In addition to these offi- 
cials, it was decided that the governors 
of the different states should also in- 
vite prominent citizens representing 
the various walks of life to the number 
of two for each representative in con- 
gress and two for each senator from 
the New England states. 

Another meeting of the governors 
alone will be called within a few weeks 
by Governor Guild to arrange more 
definite plans for the larger conference. 
Should the conference prove successful, 
it is expected that meetings in future 
years will be held in the various New 
England states. Greater uniformity of 
state legislation will be particularly 
aimed at, and the governors hope that 
a movement may be inaugurated not 
merely for the conservation of New 
England resources, but for the develop- 
ment of New England education, agri- 
culture and industry.

POWERS SHOULD 
BE SAFEGUARDED 


Franco-Spanish Attitude Tow- 
ard New Ruler of Morocco 


Paris, Sept. 15.—The Franco-Span- 
ish note sent to the powers is com- 
posed of two parts, a “note,” properly 
speaking, and a “declaration.” The 
former refers only to the general inter- 
est in the powers to be safeguarded 
before Mulai Hafid is recognized as 


Sultan of Morocco, namely, the con- 
firmation of the Algeciras act and 
measures involved in its application, 


notably the right conferred upon 
France and Spain to prevent contra- 
Band of arms at sea and the confirma- 
tion of all treaties. 

The declaration is only a courteous 
notice to which the powers are not 
asked to reply. It points out that the 
powers naturally conserve the right to 
exact directly from Mulai Hafid a set- 
tlement of questions touching their in- 
dividual interests, and affirms the 
right of France and Spain to secure the 
reimbursement of expenses incurred in 
the establishment of order at Caéa- 
bianea, and their decision to reach a 
mutual understanding for such reim- 
bursement with the Moroccan govern- 
ment. 


Arabs Put Out of Business 
Paris, Sept. 15.—Dispatches from 
Colonel Allix, under whose command 
a French column recently gained a 
sweeping victory over the insurgent 
tribesmen at Boudenib, state that the 
Arabs have been so scattered that 
there appears little likelihood of a re- 

currence of their aggressive tactics.

Such a 
man is the Rey. Mr, Lilliback, who 
has succeeded very well in this work 
in the two places where he has been. 
He first began his labors in Maynard, 
where he worked faithfully and suc- 
cessfully till he came to Quincy, to- 
ward the end of last winter. It was 
in Maynard that he had his first seri- 
ous trouble with the anarchists, just 
before he came here. A Boston paper 
reviews his work in part as follows: 

The most serious trouble occurred 
last February, while the Assabet 
mills were shut down. These mills, 
the biggest institution in the town, 
employ hundreds of Finns, and the 
shut-down struck hard at the entire 
town. More particularly, it gave the 
Anarchists an opportunity to act 
openly and gain some support, for it 
was a time when the desitute work- 
ingmen could easily be brought to be- 
lieve that the sins of society were 
responsible for the shutdown. 

One cold winter day the members of 
the Socialist society gathered to- 
gether a crowd of over 1000 Finns 
for a great mass meeting at the corn- 
er of Main and Summer streets. They 
had with them a Finn who had been 
mixed up in strike troubles in the far 
West, an Anarchist and a man of 
eloquence. But they had not counted 
on one J. A. Lilliback pastor, of the 
Finnish Congregational church. 


The Rey. Mr. Lilliback was a bold 
young man with the welfare of his 
people at heart; a man who saw that 
extreme socialism was eating the 
vital forces of the Finns, and who, 
like other ministers, had fought it 
hard. He heard of the mass meet- 
ing, and whent to the scene edged 
through the crowd and climbed on the 
platform. 

Jeers and cat-calls greeted 
but he faced about and 
speak.

He could not make himself 
heard, but continued for over half an 
hour attempting to quiet the mob and 
to occupy the platform to the exclu- 
sion of the anarchistic speakers. The 
mob threatened violence, but some 
of Lilliback’s congregation restrained 
them, and before he got through he 
succeeded in putting in a few audible 
words against red socialism. 

From that day he was a marked 
man. At another meeting shortly 
after he and the Rev. C. F. Hunt were 
hooted from the hall. A day or two 
later he received a threatening letter 
advising him to leave Maynard if he 
valued his life. A second letter came,

Since he came to Quincy anarchis- 
tic demonstrations have become less 
frequent. He went there with the 
stigma of his Maynard troubles on 
him; trouble was prophesied, but he 
handled the situation quietly, with- 
out fear, and now he has the upper 
hand. He subscribes to the “Tyo- 


mies,” reads it carefully, and takes 


few extracts and sent them to Wash- 
ington just before the government 
placed a ban on such publications. 

He will tell you that the club is 
made up of young men, none of them 
over 25, and in the main both poor 
and ignorant. It is called the Finnish 
Workingmen’s Society, and has about 
200 members among the granite 
workers. All of them read- the 
“Tyomies.” The club has been in ex- 
istence for about two years, but in- 
dulges in little excitement nowadays. 

It has headquarters on Arthur 
street, where regular meetings are 
held. Once in a while the members 
come round to Lilliback and ask him 
to come to their meetings and speak 
to them, all in the kindest spirit. This 
he has not yet done, but he says he 
intends to do it soon, and expects to 
receive the best of treatment. 

“I love my people,” he will tell you, 
“and they have learned to love me. 
I got at them through my sermons, 
I preached to them quietly, and they 
discovered that some of the things 
their papers had been printing about 
me were untrue. Taking care not to 
excite them by harshness, I was mild 
and tried to persuade them. 

“They will come to see how foolish 
their ideas are; the spirit is already 
going down. They must come to see 
that anarchy wil do no good, and 
that the Socialist can mever get 
power in this country. If the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties, with 
all their power, cannot reform things, 
the Socialists can't.” 

Since Lilliback brought this gospel 
into Quincy the only trouble has 
been the carrying of the red flag on 
the day when they celebrated, as in 
Maynard, the victory of socialism in 
the home country.

Street Railway 
To the Shipyard 


The thousands of workmen at the 
Fore River Ship Building plant wili 
hail with delight the movement on 
the part of the street railway to run 
its cars directly into the yards. The 
proposition to use the private tracks 
of the Fore River Co. have been under 
consideration for some time. 

Negotiations for the better accom- 
modation of the workmen were taken 
up some months ago by the officials 
of the company. Several conferences 
with the officials of the railway and 
the Mayor were held and it was de- 
cided that if permission would be 
granted to use the tracks of the Fore 
River company it would be the best 
plan. These tracks are laid at the 
same guage as those of the street rail- 
way, and it is only a matter of run- 
ning a trolley and 
the two lines. 

The latter part was the difficult job. 
It was found that the tracks 
could be connected by building a 
short curve on Quincy avenue. The 
street at this point is a State high- 
way and permission must be obtained 
by the Highway Commission. In all 
such cases, however, the commission 
approval shall 
obtained from the city. 

The plan is to run cars directly 
into the Fore River yards in the morn- 
ing to take the men to their work. In

At the present time it takes a work- 
man employed in the vicinity of the 
machine shop at least fifteen minutes 
the nearest car line. This 
is quite an inconvenience, especially 
in stormy weather. In the winter it 
often happens, on a stormy day, that 
when a man arrives at the works he 
is wet to the skin, and therefore un- 
fit for 

With cars running into the works 
the men could be landed within a 
few feet of where they are employed. 

The Fore River Company has found 
it difficult to retain many of its skilled 
workmen on account of their in- 
ability to get cars to land them near 
their work. This is especially true

of workmen who live out of town. 
They object strongly and cannot be 
blamed much, for being landed on 


Quincy avenue or Washington street. 
they have to walk fifteen minutes to 
reach their work. If matters are 
hurried it will be possible to get the 
connecting curve built before winter 
sets in.

Local Newspaper 


Mr. W. A. Stanger, editor of the Of- 
fice Outfitter of Chicago, recently 
made an address before a body of re- 
tail merchants in which he called at- 
tention to the value of the local news- 
paper to their trade and gave utter- 
ance to some sentiments and facts 
that local merchants everywhere may 
well consider. He said in part: 

‘The local newspaper is the great- 
est thing the retailer has if he will 
use it right, but a large proportion 
are too prone to believe that the edi- 
tor will take care of their interests 
whether they look after his or not. 
This is wrong. If merchants as a 
class would only take advantage of 
the opportunities that the local news- 
papers afford them they would reap 
rewards far beyond their tondest 
dreams. 

“While self-preservation is the first 
law of nature, editors of local papers 
have a habit of letting self interests 
go to the limit when it comes to a 
question of serving the community 
for this they are entitled to recogni- 
tion, which they rarely receive. 

“No doubt the retailers have en- 
couraged them as far as sentiment 
They have undoubtedly said 
that they approved of the editor's 
methods and called him ‘good boy,’ 
but in how many cases have they fal- 


goes. 


len short in the real encouragement 
that counts? How often have they 


neglected to use his columns, thinking 
that they were clever in it? In fail- 


ing to patronize him they have too 
often killed the goose that laid the 
golden egg. 

“You must get behind your local 


editor and push for all you are worth. 
He gives you two dollars back for 
every dollar you invest with him. He 
furnishes for you at his own expense 
one of the biggest assets you possess, 
the medium through which to let the 


people know what you have to sell. 
Within recent years the mail order 
proposition has been somewhat 
bothersome. The editors of the 


country papers have done more than 
all other influence combined to win 
back into normal channels 
and to reconvert the farmer to the 
logical belief in home-trading. 

“The country editor refuses to take 
profits from your enemy when the 

will pay him more than you 

He refuses to accept business 
from the mail order store in the dis- 
tant city and even goes further by 
telling how superior the local store 
is to the distant one and detailing the 
advantages of buying at home. 

“Do not let it be said in your com- 
munity that you have let your editor’s 
work go unappreciated. Use his paper. 
Make him prosperous and yourself rich 
by doing it. If you have foolish ideas 
about the non-productiveness of news- 
paper advertising, throw them off and 
try them out. One try will prove 
nothing. If it is successful, so much 
the better, but the constant use of the 
paper in an intelligent manner will 
produce the results. 

“The best friend any business man 
in the world has, next to his wife, is 
the local newspaper, and if he doesn’t 
get full value for this friendship it is 
his fault, not the editor’s. The editor 
of the average so called country pa- 
per has done more to upbuild his town 
and the retailers in it than all other 
influences combined, and it also ful- 
lows that as an almost unbroken rule 
he is the least appreciated person in 
his community.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Stanger said that 
the country newspaper man does not 
ask for charity, but stands ready to 
repay the merchant 500 per cent. on 
every dollar properly spent in adver- 
tising.

Nearly 500 Cases at St.§Petersburge 
Between Noon and Midnight 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 19.—From noon 

yesterday until midnight 


471 new chol- 


era cases were reported in this city. 
Bince the beginning of the epidemic 


there has been a total of 1061 cases, of 
which thirty-seven recovered. In view 
of the rapid spread of the epidemic and 
the danger to children, the municipality 
has decided to close the primary schools 
of the city for six weeks and to con- 
vert the school buildings into hospitals 


in which the ordinary sick can be 
housed. 

Odessa, Sept. 19.—Despite the strict 
preventive measures that have been 


taken, the cholera which now is raging 
throughout Russia finally has invaded 
this, the most important port of the 
Black sea. Ships are being quaran- 
tined and sanitary commissions have 
been appointed to take measures to 
stamp out the disease. The governor 
general has forbidden the publication 
of news of fatal cases. A majority of 
the surrounding cities are suffering se- 
riously from cholera. 

Manila, Sept. 19.—In the twenty-four 
hours ending at 8 o’clock this morning 
twenty-three new cases of cholera and 
six deaths have been reported. A great 
storm is now drenching Manila and it 
is believed that this will greatly assist 
in cleansing the city.

Cordial Messages Between 
Admiral Sperry and Premier. 


Albany, West Australia, Sept. 19.— 
Battleship Connecticut of the American 
Atlantic fleet sailed at 6:30 o'clock this 
morning. She proceeded at a speed of 
about thirteen knots an hour and will 
overtake the other vessels of the fleet 
Sunday morning. 

The premier of West Australia, N. J. 
Moor, has sent a farewell message to 
Admiral Sperry, couched in the follow- 
ing terms: 

“On behalf of the governor and the 
people of Western Australia I bid you 
farewell. I hope that you wiil retain 
pieasant recollections of the last Aus- 
tralian port at which you called. I re 
gret that your welcome at Albany was 
not attended by a greater number of 
people and I hope that the greetings of 
the small community you were able to 
meet proved that Western 
Australia is as enthusiastic in its admi- 
ration of yourself and your officers and.

Your reception, 
with that of the other state of the com- 
monwealth, always will be remem- 
bered appreciatively and sympathetical- 
ly. The people of the United States 
wish happiness and prosperity to their 
friends of Western Australia.”

I have, how- 
ever, never hesitated until the present 
election to give it my unqualified sup- 
port, for, while disliking Mr. Bryan 
and heartily disapproving a platform 
devoted to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver as opposed to sound mon- 
ey and a gold standard, I nevertheless 
remembered my party loyalty and vyot- 
ed the Democratic ticket.

AUSTRALIAN RAIN. 


When It Does Fall It Pours Down Ina 
Perfect Flood. 


How different things are in the old| 


world from what they are in the far- 
away tropics! 

“They had no rain here for a fort- 
night, and they called it a drought!” 
wrote an Australian from Scotland in 
a scornfully superior tone calculated 
to induce the belief that it never rains 
in Australia and that droughts last a 
hundred years. Not so. Australia is 
the land of contrasts. A drought has 
lasted for seven years. But what is 
there even in Scotland to compare with 
the persistency of Australian rain 
when it does see fit to fall? 

For eleven weeks without stopping 
did the rain continue to moisten the 
dry places of Sydney some years ago, 
washing out most cruelly the brief, 
bright season of winter, when the Aus- 
tralian looks for living instead of ex- 
istence and peace instead of pressure. 
And whatrain! It shot from the clouds 
like arrows, and the whole world was 
a battlefield during that July. As the 
arrows darted into the earth the earth 
rose and dashed into the air, and rain 
and mud met and grappled with each 
other day after day, night after night, 
week after week. And the battle was 
neither to the rain nor to the mud. A 
Strange and horrid situation arrived. 
Sydney ran clean out of galoches. 

For two weeks not a galoche was to 
be had in the rain drenched city for 
love or money. Then a fresh shipload 
arrived from somewhere or other.

Returns ia the contest for lieutenant 
governor from 22 cities and 262 towns 
give Frothingham 467, Cole 209, Luce 
245, unpledged or doubtful 105, a total 
of 1116, out of a total to the state con- 
yention of Oct. 3 of 1550.

Returns show that Frothingham was 
also strong in Norfolk, Barnstable and 
Worcester counties, and picked up 
many delegates in other parts of the 
state. 

There were an unusually large num- 
ber of contests for councillor, senatorial 
and representative nominations, but as 
the vote for lieutenant governor was 
counted first the result of these other 
contests was not known until a_ late 
hour. 

The towns of Nahant and Dalton 
sent Senators Lodge and Crane as dele- 
gates, but refused to pledge them for 
any one of the three candidates. 

There was a particularly — spirited 
ficnt in the town of Andover, Cole's 
home, but he was successful in winning 
the four delegates by a vote of 369 
to 1S0. 

Notwithstanding it was an ideal day 
for getting out the voters and = that 
there were numerous bitter contests in 
many of the wards, the vote of Boston 
at the primaries was light, compared 
with many other years. Frothingham 
earried the city by a strong majority. 

The predictions proved false in some 
of the wards, the biggest surprise being 
the capture of ward 28 by the Frothing- 
ham ticket, Luce having claimed the 
ward. Cole carried ward 10, 
strongest ward, but it was a close call 
and Cole won out by but thirty votes. 
Considerable significance is given to 
the fact that Laice took the eighteen 
delegates in ward 24, which is the home 
ward of Mayor Hibbard, who had cham- 
pioned the Irothingham ticket. The 
anti-saloon element had much to do 
with the vote, however. 

In the congressional fights, Congress- 
man O'Connell won the Democratic 
nomination of the Tenth district, even 
defeating Linehan of South Boston in 
the latter’s own district.

That clothes have a tremendous in- 
fluence on the feminine mind has al- 
ways been acknowledged, but it has 
remained for the ultra modern experi- 
ments to prove that this influence is a 
vital one and can be turned to account 
in reforming the criminal and insane. 
The poor demented creatures who fill 
our insane asylums are compelled to 
wear the institution’s “wrapper,” a 
hideous garment which would destroy 

the beauty of a goddess. 

Several writers who have been tak- 
ing up the subject lately are maintain- 
ing that if the insane women were al- 
lowed to wear pretty clothes the ef- 
fect upon them would be quieting and 
helpful. 

The wrapper takes away their self 
respect and makes them feel that they 
look hopelessly ugly, and they do not 
care how they behave when they have 
it on. 

On the other hand, when some of 
them have been “dressed up” they 
have immediately shown a tendency to 
have better manners and behave quiet- 
ly with a decorum entirely foreign to 
them in their ugly garments. 

Of course these experiments have 
not been made on the violently insane. 

A French magazine recently publish- 
ed a long article claiming that experi- 
ments had been made in a certain re- 
formatory for women which went to 
prove that the worst type of women 
criminals can be controlled by the 
power of clothes.

terest. It is not that the world in gen- 
eral cares so much whether Morocco is 
ruled by one brother or the other. It 
is bound to be ruled badly in either 
case. But the powers of Europe agreed 
upon certain policies with respect to 
Morocco at the Algeciras conference, 
and, Mulai having come along and tak- 
en the throne away from his brother, 


the situation is somewhat “cumfud- 
died,” so to speak, in consequence. 


France has eyes on Morocco, and Ger- 
many has eyes on France. The kaiser 
is jealous of French interference in the 
affairs of Morocco, and it was this in 
part that made it difficult for the pow- 
ers in Algeciras 
conference to agree on a policy which 
would assure their respective commer- 
cial interests the empire the 
Moors and its principal ports 
open for business with the world with 
out giving the French too much to say 
about ruling the domain. The agree- 
ment which was reached was supposed 
to have adjusted the matter satisfac- 
torily, but now that Mulai has defeat- 
ed his brother in several battles and 
practically established himself in pow- 
er the peace of Europe is aguin threat 
ened by the question of how, when 
and where the recognition of the more 
powerful of the two contestants 
the throne should be accomplished.

He may not develop into a Dar- 
win, but if he bas any faculty of ob- 
servation at all it will be sharpened 
by what he sees, and he will learn that 
there is more in nature than what we 
discern on the surface.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

BOY WIZARD'S FEAT, 


Invents Device to Catch Wireless | 


Telephone Messages. 


‘| VOICES FROM AFAR HEARD. | 


Twelve-year-old Youngster 
Electricians by His 


Amazes 
“Receiving Box” | 
Contrivance to Reproduce Words. 
Worked It Out Alone on Hotel Roof. 


William E. D. Stokes, Jr., twelve 
son of the proprietor ofan 
apartinent hotel in New York city, 
astounded 


has 
experts in wireless trans- 
mission of messages by electrical en- 
ergy by designing what he calls a “re- 
ceiving box.” His contrivance not 
only catches dispatches sent in the or- 
dinary code used by the Marconi and 
De Forest systems, but reproduces the 
words and sounds of wireless telephony 
in volume deep enough to be heard at 
a distance of four feet from the ap- 
paratus. 

Working alone and concealing the 
secret of his invention from his father, 
the boy stuck to the completion of his 
task all of a recent day and well into 
the night. The next day about noon 
he had perfected the last coil in the 
mysterious “box” and ran down from 
the roof to his father’s office on the 
sixteenth floor, shouting: 

“Come up, pop! Come up! She's 
talking all right! Come and listen!” 

Stokes senior had indulged his son 
for more than a year with electrical 
devices of different characters and 
had permitted him to string wires be- 
tween the two towers on the roof of 
the building and connect them with a 
dynamo in the dynamo room of the 
building. The father had heard the 
click of the dot and dash snatched 
from the air, which was not entirely 
new, but he was wholly unprepared, 
says the New York World, for the 
demonstration that greeted him when 
he was called to the roof by the eager 
youngster. 

“Just wait a minute,” exclaimed W. 
E. D. junior as he opened a square re- 
ceptacle and turned a lever. Instant- 
ly there came the sound of a human 
voice with a metallic twang. 

“Do you catch my signal?’ were the 
words. “Is that right? Say’— 

There was a break and an indistinct 
buzz on the wire. The young inventor 
moved his lever the fraction of an 
inch. 

“fT won't stand for this,” was the 
message roared out. “You go to that 
firehouse and see if you can't get a bet- 
ter connection.” 

The elder Stokes was speechless 
with astonishment. There was no in- 
dication of where the messages came 
from. The first was presumed to be 
from Philadelphia, where secret ex- 
periments are being made in wireless 
telephoning to connect with the tower 
of the Metropolitan Life building in 
New York city. This supposition was 
borne out by another message that 
came when the lever was moved back 
to the point it first covered. The tone 
and inflection of the voice were the

same:

The young inventor has figured out 
that the clear and distinct words enun- 
ciated through the receiving box come 
either from Philadelphia or from 
within 100 miles of New York and that 
the sounds of lesser clarity are pro- 
jected from Boston or thereabouts. 
The weaker sounds, be calculates, by 
comparative reasoning must come a 
distance of from 700 to 1,000 miles. 
He has not attempted to design a 
transmitter to send wireless telephonic 
messages, but he can transmit the or- 
dinary telegraphic code and capture 
messages on the wing as well as an 
expert. 

The boy has thought out and design- 


ed the apparatus without help. He has 
been a student of electrical science 
since he was ten years old. He is a 


pupil of a school in New York and in 
common with other boys of his own 
age and older has had object lessons 
in mechanical devices in visits of the 
class to industrial establishments. The 
only branch that interested him was 
electricity, and in that he has display- 
ed a precocity which one of the lead- 
ing experts in wireless telegraphy says 
is without precedent. 

Young Stokes said he is not ready to 
divulge anything more concerning his 
invention. There are secrets involved 
in the perfection of the system which 
he does not mean to have any 
wizards feast upon.

- NURSERY IN A CHURCH. 


Fathers and Mothers of Congregation 
Delighted With Innovation. 

As Mrs. William Marlborough sat 
in a big rocking chair in the northeast 
corner of the new gallery of the Cen- 
®nary Methodist Episcopal church in 
Syracuse, N. Y., on a recent Sunday 
morning listening to the sermon she 
said, “This is the first time I ever had 
any comfort in church.” The remark 
was prompted by the fact that her lit- 
tle Dorothy was reposing comfortably 
on a soft couch in a room adjoining, 
with a dainty white capped and white 
aproned maid in attendance and plenty 
of toys within reach in case she should 
want them. 

There were other babies, too, and 
other mothers sat in the gallery with- 
in call in case of need, for the Cen- 
tenary church wants the mothers of 
the congregation to be able to come to 
church in peace, and to that end a 
nursery for the babies was opened re- 
cently. 

The nursery is sound proof and has 
accommodations at present for about 
eight babies. There is a big couch 
where half a dozen good sized infants 
can sleep at once and a crib where 
two more can be stowed away. There 
are a supply of playthings and a well 
equipped medicine cabinet. 

The idea originated with the pastor 
of the church, the Rev. Ernest Lynn 
Waldorf, and he invites all mothers 
with small children to make of 
the nursery whether members of the 
congregation or not. 

After service on the first Sunday of 
the new regime the fathers fairly bub- 
bled over with enthusiasm.

SURGERY BY ELECTRICITY. 


Spark From Knife 
Said to Excel Scalpel. 
Surgery by electricity is what is al- 
leged to be possible with a remarkable 
firm 
of medical instrument manufacturers 
in Berlin. The knife is now undergo- 
ing exhaustive trials at the hands of 
Bier, the head of the uni- 
versity surgical clinic, with the view 
of demonstrating its efficacy. 
It is claimed for it that operations 
can be performed more quickly and 
that the healing process is more rapid 
than is the case where the ordinary 
scalpel has been used. 
To one epd of a six or eight inch

glass rod, through the center of 
which passes a conducting wire, is 


fastened the blade without a cutting 
edge of a form similar to that of the 
commonly used surgical knives or like 
the simple probe. <A high frequency 
current is employed, and when this is 
turned on a noiseless spark half an 
inch long appears from the point of 
the knife or probe. The spark incises 
the soft tissues with the same ease as 
a hot knife goes through butter with- 
out any apparent cauterization, but 
Professor Bier's experiments have so 
far shown that a more profuse hem- 
orrhage ensues than by the use of the 
common knife. 

It is further claimed for the instru 
ment that it sterilizes as it cuts, re- 
quires no sharpening and can be easi 
ly cleaned.

Having been summoned as an expert 
fa chemistry in the Nolan case, 1 con- 
cluded my testimony with the remark, 
“A person desiring to kill another 
would be more likely to use a poison 
that would leave no trace,” where- 
upon the prosecuting attorney asked 
ine if there was such a poison. I hav 
ing replied that there was, he asked 
me to name it. The judge forbade me 
to do so. The prosecutor insisted, but 
the judge was immovable. He would 
not permit me to name publicly a poi- 
son that would leave no trace, 

Immediately after my testimony was 
published I was deluged with letters 
inquiring the name of the poison that 
left no trace. Most of them doubtless 
came from idle curiosity, but I was as- 
tonished at the number of those which 
showed plainly, from the pains tbe 
writers took to conceal their identity, 
that they were written for an evil pur- 
pose. 

One day I received a call from a wo- 
man who asked for the secret. She 
said she had made a bet with her 
brother, who was a scientist, of $1,000 
that there was such a poison, and she 
desired to prove it to him by trying it 
on a dog. If I would give her the name 
or the poison and she won she would 
give me half the amount. 

I questioned her, then, going into an- 
other room, returned with a tiny pill, 
which I gave her, saying that if it 
killed the dog and left no trace she 
might refer her brother to me for evi- 
dence that she had won the bet. When 
she left I sent a housemaid to follow 
her, who brought me her address. 
Sending for a detective, I directed him 
to establish some sort of a watch on 
the house where she lived, to shadow 
her when she went out and report to 
ine any case of illness that might occur 
to any one with whom she might be 
connected. 

In a few days my man reported that 
the lady’s husband had died suddenly. 
It had been given out that he had suf- 
fered an apoplectic stroke and had not 
lived an hour after. 

I was thunderstruck. I alone knew 
the nature of the pill I had given the 
Woman, and of course she would keep 
the Nevertheless 1 was very 
much troubled at the result. I directed 
the detective to keep her under strict 
surveillance. Later he reported to me 
that she had visited the office of a 
life insurance company. Upon inquiry 
he had learned that her husband had 
been insured for $50,000. I hurried to 
the insurance office, called on the pres- 
ident and advised him before paying 
the claim to make sure that there was 
no trickery connected with it. But I 
would auswer no questions. 

The next 1 heard of the case was 
that upon examination of the body— 
exhumed for the purpose—it was dis- 
covered that it was the remains of the 
brother of the man insured. The in- 
sured himself had disappeared. VPay- 
ment was refused, and the woman was 
arrested on a charge of fraud, to which 
was added a charge of murder. 

The body of the deceased was given 
over to physicians with a view to dis- 
covering if the man had died a natural 
death. One reported apoplexy as the 
cause, another heart trouble and an- 
other kidney disease. Three different 
experts reported three different poisons 
found in the body. There was opium, 
arsenic and other, the name of 
which I have forgotten. I was sum- 
noned as 2 witness for the prosecution 
and produced a sensation by refusing 
to testify on the ground of self incrim- 
ination. 

Afterward I consented to give my 
evidence. I informed the court of the 
woman's visit to me, of her request for 
a poison that would leave no trace and 
the use she proposed to make of it. 
Then I told them that I had given her 
the pill. At this point a technical ob 
jection was interposed by the defend- 
ant’s counsel, and the judge sustained 
him. I was forbidden to tell what was 
in the pill, the reason being that it had 
not been proved that the pill had been 
used. This left me in a very unfortu- 
nate position. 

After a long trial the woman was ac 
quitted of the charge of murder, and 
the charge of fraud was never pressed 
The prosecution had failed to prove 
she knew that the man who was buried 
was her husband's brother or that she 
had poisoned him. Her counsel con 
trived to throw all the blame on her 
husband, who had disappeared. 

After her acquittal the woman came 
to see me. She was curious to know if 
I had been deceived by her story about 
the bet and if I had really given her a 
traceless pill. Before replying I asked 
her to explain the case to me, and, aft- 
er a promise on my part to 
keep her secret, she did so.

fice cannot deny to the humblest citi- 
zen the right to protect his reputation 
and vindicate his name in the courts. 
Taking up the president’s assertion 


that certain trust magnates, fearing 
prosecution under Taft, will support 
the Democratic candidate, Bryan 


charges that the president worded his 
statement in such a way as to demand 
the support of all the trust magnates 
“and yet put it on the ground that they 
are supporting your party for patriotic 
reasons, rather than for the promotion 
of a selfish interest.” 

Such an argument, he contends, is 
ingenious, but not sound. In proof of 
the fact that he would not be controlled 
by the trusts, Bryan says that, if 
elected, he will enforce the anti-trust 
laws “not spasmodically and intermit- 
tently, but persistently and  con- 
sistently.” 

Mr. Bryan, in dealing with the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund of 1896 as com- 
pared with the Republican campaign 
fund of 1904, charges that the president 
pays “more attention to the mote than 
to the beam,” and asserts that in 1904 
the Republicans used in one state alone 
a fund almost as large as the entire 
4um the Democratic party had in its 
control. 

“The reflection upon the people in- 
volved in your charge that they would 
misuse the knowledge which publicity 
would give,” says Bryan, “is unworthy 
of one who has been elevated to so high 
an office by the votes of the people, 
and I venture for assertion that you can- 
not procure from Mr. Taft an endorse- 
ment of your defense. 

“He is now before the people; he 
is offering himself as a candidate for 
the presidency; he dare not tell the 
people to whom he appeals that they 
have not sense enough to form a just 
and correct opinion as to the purpose 
which leads parties interested in spe- 
cial legislation to make big contribu- 
tions.
